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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-35, drawn to a parser/translator and API, classified in class 717, 
subclass 328. 

II. Claims 36-67, drawn to scene graphs and data structures, classified in 
class 345, subclass 619. 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because known prior 
art scene graph data structures (Steele et al, VRML, etc) and their parsers do not 
require the use XML, plural object levels, and the like. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a specific parser for SVG and two-dimensional vector graphics 
with direct calling capabilities to underlying functional layers, and more specifically as 
optimized APIs for accessing interprocess communications between different layers of 
the running programs. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
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the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104.
